The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims in the instant application have not been rejected using prior art 
because no references, or reasonable combination thereof, could be found which 
disclose, or suggest a method of treating an osteolytic bone lesion including the steps of 
making a first hole in the bone adjacent to the bone lesion; making a second hole in the 
skin and bone adjacent to the bone lesion; attaching a source of negative pressure to 
the second hole; attaching a source of fluid to the first hole; injecting the fluid through 
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the first hole and into the bone; and where the fluid mixes with the bone lesion and both 
the fluid and the bone lesion are sucked out of the bone through the second hole by 
negative pressure, as set forth in claim 1.
